In order to protect the parks from 
private exploitation in the future 
Mr Stewart announced that he was 
introducing a bill in parliament next 
session to make it necessary for a 
private bill to be enacted before any 
leases or other rights for commercial 
developments could be granted in 
park lands. This would take it out 
of the hands of the minister and 
place protection of the parks in this 
respect directly with the people’s 


representatives in parliament. 

The minister gave an outline of 
the developments planned for Jas- 
per and Banff in the immediate fu- 
ture, which included a new highway 
from one park to the other.

SCHOOL TAYES 
MUST BE PAD 


TAX RECOVERY ACT REVIEWED 
FOR BENEFIT OF ALL 
TAX PAYERS 
The Tax Recovery Act of 1929 
passed by the legislature supersedes 
the Tax Recovery Act of 1922 How- 
ever this does not annul any proceed 
irgs commenced or now pending un- 

der the Act of 1922. 

The Act was passed primarily for 
‘he purpose of assisting school dis- 
tricts and municipalities in the col- 
lection of arrears of taxes. Any tax- 
as except for the current year are 
deemed under the Act to be in ar- 
rears. Thus taxes levied in 1929 and 
rot paid are now considered in ar- 
rears. 

The Act provides that a list of the 
arrears in a school district shall be 
made up not later than the 20th day 
of January in each year to the treas 
urer of each municipality in which 
such parcel or parcels is situated to- 
gether with the names and addresses 
of the persons by whom such arrears 
are payable. The same procedure in 
respect to towns and villages takes 

ffect during the month of March 

Each owner in arrears is given no 
tice of being on the list and wil] be 
given an opportunity of paying up 
the arrears before the parcel is fin- 
ally advertised to be sold. The time 
for sale is any time from the first day 
cf April folowing the year in which 
notification has been sent. 

If any parcel is not sold at the auc 
tion the said parcel or parcles may 
be sold at private sale. This section 
does not apply to cities, towns or vil- 
luges. Upon the expiry of one year 
from the date of sale, every parcel 
with respect to which there is a sub 
sisting tax recovery notification shall 
be finally acquired by the municipal- 
ity concerned as legal and absolute.

| Flu Fly Don’t ! 


Bother Me 


(By Betty Barclay) 


A high medica] authority recently 
stated that one of the most important 
things we can do, both to prevent 
and to correct colds or flu is to take 
ection against acidosis. 

Keeping away from technical terms 
&§ much as possible acidosis merely 
jrceans that the body is less alkaline 

{than it should be. It is present with 

every common cold and may even 
cause colds. It weakens the body's 
power to throw off germs and lowers 
resistance so that a cold gets an easy 
start. When once well started it is 
likely to “hang on” and get worse in 
stead of better. ~ 

Colds are not the simple little thing 
we once thought them. We may live 

, through dozens or perhaps hundreds 


of them and thea have one develop | 


into something serious with fatal re 
sults. Although phyicians seem to feel 
Unat a cold nipped in the bud is a sim 
}le thing to take care of, they are 
constantly forced to do their utmost 
to save the jife of a stubborn man or 
woman who refuses to seek their ser- 
vices until it is almost too late 

Hundreds of thousands of people 
have cdlds at almost any time. When 
un epidemic gets in full sway, the 
rumber leaps into the millions—and 
usually one or more epidemics ot 
more or less volume pay a visit be- 
tween the first of November and the 
last of March. 

What do you do when such an epi- 
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on? At the first sign of a cold, you 
should go home as quickly as possible 
Ot course you may lose a day’s time 
but you may also save twenty years 
or more—which is more than a fair 
compensation. Take a hot bath and 
get into bed at once. Then driink a 
full glass of hot lemonade The ‘sweat 
out” that follows will eliminate the 
poisons. ; 

In the morning pour the juice of 
one lemon into a half glass of water 
Stir in a half teaspoon of baking soda 
Drink it while it offervesces. Repeat 
three times a day until all cold sym- 
ptomg disappear. Also see your doc- 


tor before. the cold becomes serious }- 


If your early home treatment does not 
seem to get at the root of things call 
the family physician immediately for 
if the treatment does not suffice that 
cold has probably taken root and is a 
very dangerous companion. | 

It may seem strange to suggest 
lemon juice in this way after stating 
tnat the body needs to be made more 
elkaline. The fact is that both lemons 
6nd oranges have a decided alkaline 
reaction when taken into the system 
so that the lemon juice rapidity helps 
.O bring ‘about the alkaline condition 
desired. 

Knowing This, it is casy to go a 
step farther and suggest more fruit 
cups, more lemonade, more fruit sal- 
eas, more spinach, ‘more celery, let- 
tuce, cabbage—in fact more fruit 
vegetables and milk while you are 
vell, so that the body may be kept 
-trictly alkaliné. Reduce a bit on meat 
ish eggs, bread and other acid-pro 
Cucing foods, and fil] up the vacant 
spots with vegetables and fruits. If 
you do this while you arc well you 
may not need, to fight a cold this com 
ing winter. 

But if a sneeze or a chill announc- 
e+ that a cold has arrived follow the 
cirections given above and forget the 
fact that you have sometimes been 
«ble to fight a cold while at work. 
The man so healthy that he can do 
this latter task may in the doing in- 
fect his fellow workcrs who will not 
be able to follow in his footsteps— 
which by the way is something well 
worth thinking of.

NEARLY ONE HUNDRED DELE- 


GATES GATHERING IN CITY 
FOR CONVENTION 


Nearly one hundred delegates from 
the several agricultural fair boards 
of the provinee gathered in their an- 
nual convention in Edmonton last 
week and an instructive time was 
the decision of all present. This was 
the twenty-fifth annual meeting of 
the provincial association. 

Changing conditions in agricultural 
Alber.a; changes from horse to tract- 
or; changes from farmer to product- 
ion specialist; changes affecting rural] 
education, the agricultura) fajrs, the 
ogricultural schools—al] these were 
described by Hon George Hoadley min 
ister of agriculture last week 

“The trend today is all toward the 
decentralization of the smaller cen- 
tres’ Mr Hoadley stated “It is re- 
flected in the decrease in the number 
of smah agricultural fairs, and in the 
steady growth of fairs in the larger 
centres, Edmonton, Calgary, - Leth- 
bridge, etc. It is reflected im the 
school movement in the desire to get 
away from the rural school unit into 
something wider and more ambitious 
it is reflected in the growth of the 
public health movement with its mun 
cipal hospitals its health clinics, its 
medical services and we in the pro- 
vince both on the farm and in the gov 
ernment, must do everything possible 
to meet these changing conditions 
with changing policies”

“fewer and better fairs’ He paid a
